Did the Alberta government give the per 
diem grant of other provinces in the Do-| 
minion, no assistance would be required by 
this bospital at Lamont from any of the 
charitable organizations, stated the dovc- 
tors in charge. The per diem allowance in 
Alberta is 25 cents as against 50 cents in 
most of the other provinces. The govern 
ment grant at Lamont amounts during the 
year to about $2,500, allowing for some 
10,000 hospital days Since the opening of 
the hospital there have been approximately 
5.000 patients treated and this year the 
number will probably reach 1,200. During 
the first three years the number served in 
creased by 100 per cent, each year; the first 
year they felt they were busy with ten or 
twelve patients, For the first two weeks of 
this mouth there were 42 admissions and
